It is a source of great joy to 
know of the great revival fire 
that is blazing in so many plac- 
es now. Reports show of 
revivals all over the land. Mul- 
titudes are becoming awakened 
that have previously showed no 
concern about religious matters. 
This is fine, and our message 
tonight is to be the encourage- 
ment of a broader view of 
things and to widen our terri- 
tory so that we will not allow 
ourselves to settle down to a 
defensive fight against the foe 
but that we may wage a more 
thorough offensive war against 
ignorance of the gospel and his 
satanic majesty. We must bom- 
bard every fort Satan has 
planted, and take advantage of 
every providence God _ has 
thrown in our way. 


At the last Assembly it was 
urged to take advantage of the 
immigration of foreigners into 
this country and spread the 
gospel among them in every 
possible way we can and let that 
be one of our strong-holds of 
our foreign mission work. And 
in my judgment nothing can be 
better. I only want to say some- 
thing that will get our people 
more enthused on this subject. 


Foreigners have been pouring 
into this country for many 
years, and the inflow is still on 
the increase. We have been 
spending millions of money to 
send missionaries and teachers 
to foreign countries to teach 
their people the Bible which is 
all well and good, but how 
much has been done to Chris- 
tianize and save the multitudes 
that have come here from for- 
eign ports? Some, of course, but 
surely not so much but there 
should be a special stir made to 
go into it with greater zeal, and 
determination to do something. 


, By chance a statement fell in- 


me 
end may be a surprise to many 
who may hear this message. 
TIlere is the statement coming 
from good authority: “Only one 
third have both parents native- 
born. One-third have one parent 
foreign-born, and another third 
have both parents foreign born 
Thirty-eight different lan- 
guages are spoken among these 
people, and over three million of 
them speak not a word of Eng- 
lish.” 

I do not know what you think 
about this, but it stirs my Chris- 
tian enthusiasm to the boiling 
heat. The great gospel mes- 
sage must go to all people for a 
witness and then comes the end, 
and here is a great opportunity 
now awaiting us, and what will 
we do about it? I want to help 
answer the question. I feel like 
racing down the way into every 
street and alley and calling out 
in «thirty eight different lan- 
— urging them to accept the 
Christian faith, healing their 
sick, helping them every way 
possible in order to win their 
love so Icould lead them t» 
Christ and salvation. If I could 
do as I feel, I would do much 
more than I do. But I like the 
feeling alright and I am going 
to do all I can while I do feel. 

I wish a thousand men had 
the “go ye” in them similar to 


in “hurry to the hills!” And he was

kept right on warning and run- 
ning until the flood overtook 
him and both he and his horse 
perished in the waves. 


Many did not believe his mes- 
sage and went leisurely along 
with their business until sud- 
denly the wave struck and 
wrecked the city and hundreds 
of precious lives were lost. It 
will be that way in the time of 
the end, but we must give the 
warning whether it is heeded or 
not. 

“What! doesn’t this woman 
speak our language?” question- 
ed a judge, who was about to 
make a citizen of a Pole who 
had successfully answered ail 
questions put to him, but whose 
wife could not understand the 
first question asked her. A wit- 
ness answered: “No, your hon- 
or, You see, she doesn’t get out 
aniong English-speaking people. 
She ain’t got no chance.” And 
I’m afraid it will be that way 
with millions of foreigners who 
have landed on our shores a- 
bout salvation. They have no 
chance. We build our houses, 
stretch our tents, rent our halls 
for missions, and invite the peo- 
ple to come, but how few come 
in comparison with the multi- 
tudes that don’t come? 


What shall we do? They are 
on our shores. They are scat- 
tered all over the interior of our 
beloved country. They are in 
the cities, in the towns, in the 
rural districts—they are scatter- 
ed everywhere—millions of 
them. We must goto them. 
We must carry the message to 
them or they will never get it. 
We will have to go right into 
their homes and tell them about 
it in their own language or mil- 
lions will die at our doors with- 
cut the least knowledge of our 
Christ and His salvation. 


This stirs my soul to the very 
core. I’m afraid somebody’s 
blood will be required at our 
hands. I’m afraid we don’t go 
and hunt them up as we should. 
Go into the highways and hedg- 
es, streets and lanes of the cit- 
ies, said Jesus. We need more 
foreign missionaries in our own 
home land. Those who know 
how to approach them so 
as to get their attention. We 
must have them! Oh, we must 
have them! The Church of Goi 
must be on the offensive side of 
the battle. We must not wait 
to be forced into the battle. 
We must begin to bombard 
the strong holds of Satan 
snd keep on at in unti 
every street and alley is pene- 
trated to the very depths. We 
want to get more missionaries 
that will go from door to door, 
go in when permitted, and talk 
and pray with the people and 
distribute tracts and papers. 

I do not believe I would do 
violence to good judgment and 
sound wisdom to say that this 
kind of work is more needed 
than the public preaching. I do 
nos want to discourage public 
meetings and public preaching, 
they have their place, but I 
do. want to encourage the 
honse to house canvassing 
and visiting. I would like

ran out of the back door almost 
like wild deers. Some of them 
screamed as if they thought I 
was the devil. One woman went 
out at the same back door and 
just as I reached the front door 
another woman was just about 
leaving. I called to her ina 
friendly way and stopped her a 
moment. I can see her yet stand- 
ing there almost ready to flee 
for life, and yet she lingered long 
enough for me to say a few kind 
words, and the tone of my voice 
heid her until I could explain. 
At last I got her to sit down, 
and presently the other woman 
slipped in, and by and by the 
children came back one at a 
time until the whole family was 
there. I soon had the fright re- 
moved, and a good friendly 
feeling among them all. I then 
gave them the message and 
they listened eagerly with the 
tears streaming from their eyes. 
I prayed for them and soon their 
faces began to shine and the 
glory of the Lord broke in upon 
the souls of some of them, Then 
I had about as hard a time to 
get away from them as I did to 
get to give them the message.
